Republican Rally. 


The only political rally of the present 
campaign in this town was heldin the 
Town Hall last night, when the Republi- 
cans turned ont in force, and extended a 
hearty welcome to Charles F. Loring of 
Melrose, candidate for councillor from 
this district, and Curtis Guild, Jr.; of 
Boston. The speakers were escorted by 
the Andover Brass Band from, the depot 
to the Elm House, where many republi- 
cans met and shook hands with them. 
Then.the line of march was resumed to 
the Town Hall, where an audience of 
about four hundred gathered to hear the 
issues of the campaign discussed. 
Several democrats were noticed in the 
audience, After a selection by the band, 
George S.Cole, chairman of the Town 
Committee, called the meeting, and pre- 
sented Geo. H. Poor, Esq., as chairman 
forthe evening, He made a few perti- 
nent remarks, and introduced as the first 
speaker Charles F. Loring, our next coun- 
cillor from the sixth district. 

Mr. Loring spoke for a little over thirty 
minutes, and was frequently applauded 
for the many telling points he made. He 
said it had been one of the most prosper- 
.ous.years the country had ever seen, The 
store-houses are well filled, and manu- 
factures have reached a more prosperous 
condition than ever before. He paid his 
respects in forcible language to Gov. Rus- 
sell's New York speech, and said that 
that alone was one of the issues of the

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COL. ROWELL. 


Spoptivntean Candidate for Senatoreg the state. 


Col. William R. Rowell, whom the 
republicans of the Sixth Essex District 
present us their candidate for Senator, 
is an able young man of whom without 
doubt, if elected, the district will be 
proud. 

Col. Rowell was born at North Troy, 
Vt., March 18,-1844, and is the son of 
Hon, A. J. and Lucy A. (Richardson) 
Rowell, his mother being a native of 
Methuen. He obtained his education 
in the Mississquoi Valley Academy and 
the New Hampshire Institute of Fair- 
fax, Vt. He theu taught in-Manson- 
ville, P,Q. He received an appoint- 
ment as a cadet at West Point in 1861, 
but resigned this commission the next 
winter to join his father in the army 
under Gen. Grover, He enlisted in 
1863 as a private inthe 3rd battery of 
Vermont light artillery, and served 
with it gallantly until the close of the 
war, having risen to the rank of first 
lieutenant. In 1866 he was appointed 
deputy collector of customs for the port 
of No. Troy, and during his term of 
office studied law graduating at the law 
school at Albany, being admitted to 
the New York bar in 1869; in 1780 he 
was admitted to the Franklin, County, 
Vt., bar and commenced practice at 
Springfield. He returned to North 
Troy in 1872, continuing his law prac- 
tice there. In{1876 he was elected state 
attorney for “Orleans County, holding 
office two years. Vermont has no at- 
torney general, and the state attorneys, 
one from each county, have full power 
to conduct capital and criminal cases 
in all the courts. Mr. Rowell con- 
ducted the celebrated Hayden murder 
case, securing a conviction. In 1880, 
he was again appointed deputy collector 
of customs at North Troy, and about 
the same time was appointed aide-de- 
camp on the staff of Gov. Farnham. 

In-addition to these duties he con- 
ducted a very successful business, He 
held the office of collector until 1886, 
On May 20 of that year he married 
Miss Imogene Gleason of Methuen and 
took up his residence there, establish- 
ing a law business which he still carries 
on, Twice unanimously nominated for 
representative from the third Essex 
District, he was elected both times, 
running about 100 votes ahead of the 
rest of the ticket in Methuen. He 
gained important distinction in.the 
house and held the respect’ of both 
parties for his able legislation. 

_ In the house of 1889, he was chair- 
man of the committee on taxation-and 
a member of the committee on probate 
and insolvency, and the special com- 
mittee to investigate the affairs of the 
office of the commissioner of province 
laws; and in the house of 1890, he was 
chairman of the committee on finance 
and expenditures,

A Prize Won and Lost, Found after 
Sixteen Years. 


Just sixteen years ago there was a 
| grand tournament. of riders at Ando- 
ver. Valuable prizes in cash were of- 
fered to the best riders in the saddle, 
the question of superiority to be settled 
upon the points of grace and beauty of 
the horse, the accoutrements, good 


‘appearance, skill and equestrian quali- 


fications of the riders. It was a gala 
day in Andover, horsemen coming in 
from all the neighboring towns and 
cities, and from more distant parts of 
Among others who entered 
upon the tournament, was Col. Dick 
Murfey, then and now ‘the landlord of 
the City Hotel in Chelsea. He hada 
magnificent horse, was equipped with 
the best he could procure, and besides, 
was a skilled and graceful rider-in the 
saddle. Whenhe left home he told 
his friends that he was going for a 
prize, and when the grand parade was 
over and he had passed the scrutiny of 
the judges, he was astonished, and it 
goes without saying that he was pleased 
in being ‘called up to receive the first 
prize, a large sum of money, which was 
formally delivered to him with many 
compliments upon his appearance, by 
the late Chief Justice Morton of our 
supreme judicial court. Dick was the 
happiest man in Andover, and he called 
in a few of his friends who had wit- 
nessed his triumph, and celebrated the 
victory by an entertainment suitable to 
the occasion. 

He came home, having the money in 
an envelope, which he put in a pocket 
of his coat. The next day the envel- 
ope and money were nowhere to be 
found. He did not believe even an 
expert pickpocket could get it without 
his knowledge, and not being able to 
find the treasure after diligent search, 
he finally coneluded that some one 
upon his premises must have purloined 
it, but he did not know whom to sus- 
pect and after brooding over it fora 
long time and sorrowing that a prize 
he valued so highly, not for its mere 
intrinsic werth, but because of the flat- 
tering manner it was won and presented 
to him, he gave it up and dismissed 1t 
from his mind.

Journalism and Literature. 


In an article on Journalism and Lit- 
erature in the November Allantic, the 
writer, Professor W. J. Stillman, says: 


As the journal of culture leads to 


scholarship andthe sounder and broader, 


general ‘education of .the public, its 
work passes under the classification of 
science and out of journalism proper; 
it is a branch and continuation of the 
university. Wein the United-States 
of America are proud of our educa- 
tional system, and it is not an infre- 
quent boast that we are the best edu- 
cated people in the world. In fact we 
are one of the worst. It may be true 
that in the United States there are 
more native boys ef a given age who 
can read and write than in any other 
country, and that we have more col- 
leges and universities than any two 
other countries combined; but; the 
numberof persons-who. are profyundly 
versed in.any branch of learning, or 
who may he said to be really educated, 
is probably less than in most European 
countries. In such a question it is not 
the extent of the primary or secondary 
education that tells, but that of the 
superior. Nor is there any validity in 
the excuse that we are a young nation; 
we have all the advantages that hered- 
ity can give, and the concentrated re- 
sults of all the culture the world has 
known, and the proof that we fully 
enjoy the advantages of this epoch and 
past epochs is that here and there an 
individual amongst us rises to the high- 
est attainments of the culture of the 
day. But our education in any given 
branch out of the practical, the pursuit 
of the material, is extremely superfi- 


cial, and we are content that-it should 
be se... Iti pecutiarly and almost 
exclusively @ neepaer Guim and 
respatids to the demandsof the day,— 
cally for Anformation, for know- 
ledge. And it fe almfOst inevitable 
that it should remain so, atleast fora 
long time, for the newspaper is the 
readiest of all appliances for cramming, 
and cramming 18 the vice not only of 
our country but of our race, though 
eminently of our nation as compared 
with other nations of ourraee. Amer- 
ica has in fact transformed journalism 
from what it once was, the periodical 
expression of the thought of the time, 
the opportune record of {the questions 


and_answers of contemporary life, into 


an agency for collecting, condensing, 
and assimilating the trivialities of the 
entire human existence, 
of the day’s accidents we still keep the 
lead, as in the ‘consequent neglect” and 
oversight of what 1s permanent and 
therefore vital in its importance to 
intellectual character. The effect is 
disastrous, and affects the whole range 
of our mental activities; we develop 
hurry into a deliberate system, skim- 
ming of surfaces into a science, the 
pursuit of novelties and sensations into 
the normal business of our lives; our 
traveling is « competition to see the 
most in the least thme, our learning the 
collection of the greatest number of 
facts concerning the greatest number 
of things, and our pride the multitude 
of subjects we know something about 
rather than the soundness aud depth 
of the knowledge we possess of a few. 
We desire to be glib; we mistake glit- 
ter for luminousness; we force the note 
in whatever we undertake, for nothing 
is so repugnant to our standards as. the 
calm of a serene philosophy. The most 
disastrous consequence of this condi- 
tion of things is thal even those of -us 
who are earnest are driven into ma- 
terialism in some of its shapes, if we 
would make an impression on contem- 
porary development, and our lives are 
little by little deprived of the spiritual 
leaven that makes their true vitality. 
We are more proud of this electric- 
light brilliancy ‘than we are of any of 
our real virtues, and strain to be spark- 
ling until we but dimly perceive the 
difference between) being funny and 
witty, more dimly than between being 
witty and wise. To sum up all that 
could be said on this score, we are more 
anxious to seem than to be. Our art, 
our literature, eur politics, and our 
social organization are infected with 
the passion of an ostentation often 
mendacious, always superiicial,

‘We get most of the raw material 
from South America,”’ said a drummer. 
‘**It is about the color of molasses and 
is of a Gponigy matter, First it goes 
through @ erushing of rolling pfoeess 
and Gomes out in rough sheets, and 
looks very much like cow’s hide. Then 
it is taken into a compounding room, 
where it is mixed with a comp 
and vulcanized. After that it is»eut 
up into small pieces, according to the 
parts. of the shoes which we wish to 
get, aid is afterwards fitted. into lasts 
by the workmen in the same manner 
that leather is. 

How much pure rubber is contained 
in the manufactured article? About 
seventy percent. The best Para gum 
costs ninety-five cents a pound, so you 
see rubber boots and shoes cannot be 
made for nothing. In the smallest 
rubber shoe there are about four 
ouncés of pure rubber, and from that 
to probably four. pounds ‘in a pair of 
rubber boots. Old rubbers are ground 
up, lining and all, into what we call 
rag carpet and is used for insoles. The 
work is nearly ail ‘done by hand, and 
in the factories are employed young 
children, men and women. A boot 
maker gets twenty cents a-pair for 
making them, and a good man can turn 
out from ten to twelve pairs a day. 

There are bet ween fifteen and twenty 
rubber boot factories in the country, 
with a total capacity of 160,000 pairs 
of boots and shoes a-day.. There are 
four factories having a capacity of 
40,000 pairs. It is a mystery where 
they all go to. —Eachange.

J. Tucker presiding, The secretary, R. 
A. Wood gave-a report-of-the business of 
the last meeting, and Prof. Tucker re- 
porged for the committee on organization 
In this report were articles of constitu- 
tion and by-laws, which were taken up 
separately and afterwards adopted as a 
whole. ; .: 

It is provided that the annual member- 
ship fee shall be $3, that the work shall 
be religious in aim, but may be furthered 
by any proper means, according to the 
discretion of the Association: that the 
management shall be a council of twelve 
members, a head of the house and secre- 
tary chosen by. the Association: The 
Professor of Pastoral Theology at the An- 
dover Seminary is to be a member of this 
council, ez-officio. Prof. Tucker holds 
that position now. Men or women not 
resident may be enrolled as associate 
members, and aid in the work. The an- 
nual meeting will be held in May or June, 
at discretion, and the chairman of the 
council will be chairman of the Assdcia- 
tion. |

and W. B. Roberts. 

The remaining four are to be chosen 
from the laity by the council. 

Robert A. Wood will be the head of the 
house, and E. H. Chandler, secretary. 


The Schools of England. 


The large audience which went to Phil- 
lips Academy Hall, last Friday night, 
was amply repaid for so doing, for Mr. 
Fox of the Hopkins Grammar School of 
New Haven gave an exceeding interest- 
ing lecture on ‘The Great Schoolg of 
England.” The excellent views wi 
which the lecture was illustrated, also 
added very much to its enjoyment. One 
could not help gaining some pleasant 
information from the lecture, and the 
faculty is to. be commended for providing 
so pleasing an entertainment. Mr. Fox 
said the schools of England bore little or 
no resemblance to those of our country, 
but were upon foundations royal or 
otherwise. He mentioned as the fore- 
most schools Eton, Winchester, St. 
Paul’s, Shrewsbury, Rugby, and West- 
minster. The head masters. being all 
churchmen of prominence, accounts for, 
the moral and religious influences which 
are so prominent in English schools. 
Shrewsbury, Harrow, and Clifton owe 
their origin like many schools in this 
country, to private beneficence. 

The English boy without doubt accom- 
plishes more within the same time than 
the American boy, and the time when he 
leaves school must not be later than his 
nineteenth year. Nevertheless Harvard 
and Yale require more formal work than 
Oxford. In speaking of the institutions 
as being very democratic, and of the plain 
fare, Mr. Fox said he hoped the-depar- 
ture of the old commons would not re- 
move the plain living and high thinking 
at Andover. 


To a Foreign Field. 


The departure of Rev. Edward P. Hol- 
ton for the Foreign Mission field in India, 
last week, was perhaps more unique than 
any that has ever taken place. 

Mr. Holton was a member of last year’s 
Advance Class in the Seminary, and 
therefore goes out as one of the Andover 
boys. He was appointed to the Madura 
Mission in Southern India two years ago, 
when a member of the Senior class at 
Yale Divinity School, but took a fourth 
year at Andover to better fit himself for 
work among the Brahmins. 

Last week he was invited to address 
the Society of Inquiry on his prospective 
work, which he did at their regular meet- 
ing Thursday evening. Fora man who 
has never had any experience in the for- 
eign work, Mr. Holton showed a remark- 
able knowledge of the field; its require- 
ments, difficulties, and peculiarities; and 
of the people. His devotion and conse- 
cration to the work were very apparent 
from the address. 

Following the address Prof.. Tucker 
spoke of the courage and heroism dis- 
played in entering the missionary field as 
it is to-day, ‘‘a known world,” and its 
imperative demand, closing with a hearty 
‘God speed.” Mr. Fairbank of the Senior 
Class, who was born in the North India 
Mission field and whose parents are now 
laboring there, was thereby enabled not 
only to give Mr. Holton a ‘God speed,” 
but also to welcome him to the work. 

Mr. Holton sailed from East Boston, 
Saturday afternoon, on the Ceplialoni@of 
the Cunard line. A number of the Semi- 
nary students were down to bid him 
“good bye,” and after having inspected 
the vessel and shaken hands for the last 
time, they gathered at the end of the pier 
where as the ship was backing out they 
dispelled the sadness of parting by re~ 
peated Amherst: College and Andover 
“cheers.” °

St. Louis, Oct. 28.—A special from the 
City of Mexico says there is a_ well 
founded rumor on the streets that the 
duty on corn will at once be removed by 
the Mexican government, owing to the 
shortness of crops and the famine prevail- 
ing in several districts of the Republic.

HOW. IS THIS? 


Russians are Exporting Rye While Mill- 
loms are Starving to Death, 


St, PETERSBURG, Oct. 26.—A peculiar 
feature of the famine now raging is the 
large exportation of grain to foreign ports, 
while millions are starving. . 

It appears over 3,000,000 more pounds of 
rye have been expurted this year than in 
1890, notwithstanding the prohibition, 
which gave a vast stimulus to export a 
few weeks before it took effect. The »um- 
ver of persons in need of relief is con- 
niga estimated at 13,000,000. The 
diseases already prevailing in the famine 
stricken provinces are creating almost as 
much alarm as the famine itself.

THE LONE PRISONER, 


Mark Twain has written an account | 
of a campaign that failed, and how 
many, many accounts there have been 
of campaigns crowned with success, 
Prisoners from Dry Tortugas, from 
Andersonville, from a hundred other 
prisons have written their experiences, 
but I am,sure the most lonesome cap- 
tive of war times has ‘‘written up” no 
account of his captivity. 

Let us go back beyond the season of 
secession that ushered in the ruddy sea- 
son of war, to describe a certain happy 
homestead. Itisa home already known 
to many southern people. At mention 
of Greene Springs homestead recollec- 
tions of pleasant incidents of boyhood 
will rise up- before many of the men of 
the old south and men of the néwsouth 
as well; for old Greene Springs school 
has sent out many. of her ‘‘boys’’ to do 
good work for their country, both in 
times of peace and of:war. Many of 
the students of this ‘‘Rugby of the 
South” rushed eagerly to the battlés, 
summoned by that first fateful shot 
from Fort Sumter. Besides being the 
site of one of the most noted high 
schools in the south, it was a home—a 
home, for forty years, for the members 
of one most happy family. 

During the war’ four geyerations of 
this one family were ensconced in that 
house, and thence seven young soldiers 
went into the Confederate army. The 
married daughters of the household 
were now. at the old homestead again, 
since the first fateful news that sum- 
moned the young husbands to the front 
—one to go as a surgeon to Fort Mor- 
gan, by the bay of Mobile; the other to 
raise a Gompany on and about the ‘hills 
of Hale, near Greene Springs, whence 
he led his men to an adventurous and 
most creditable career. 

A widowed ‘sister of the mother of 
the household had come to this wide 
armed house, and from there she had 
sent off her two-boys to thear: | | Phe 
oldest son of the house, just seventeen, 
had gone to the wars, and the adopted 
son of the house also donned the gray 
uniform of the Confederate soldier. 
The grandparents of the household 
gave up their youngest son to the, 
cause. 

Now and then, during the long and 
hard four years, there were furlouglis 
for one.or another of these young sol- 
diers; then again there were stretches 


cks. 


of time when some one or the other of 
the brave boys was not heard:from in 
along season. Then there were great 
grief, deep anxiety and many agoniz- 
ing prayers in that house for that one 
who might be, for all his loved ones 
knew, in prison, in sickness, wounded 
or already nuinbered with the dead. 
Anon there was good news from each 
and every one of the seven soldiers; 
then followed days of joy and happi- 
ness; then there were their dances un- 
der the light of homemade candles, or 
perhaps cliarades for the entertaininent 
of the soldiers who were encamped, for 
a few weeks, just across the creek that 
run near the foot of Greene Springs bill. 
Joy and sorrow came in quick sueces- 
sion with the chance and change of 
war; but there was one thing that no 
chance or change of war. could inter- 
rupt, and that_was _ work for the sol- 
diers. 

All the: world knows how in_ that 
haleyon time for the south called ‘'be- 
fore the war,” each home was in itself 
a principality, where the master ruled 
supreme. Every planter—and in those 
days planting was vocation or avoca- 
tion to everybody —owned ‘his own 
slaves, trained to all manner of trades, 
and such a life of simple and delightful 
luxury as these wrought out for the 
master the world has rarely seen, But 
the war between the states overturned 
all this. 

No sooner was war abroad in, the 
land than every home was changed 
from a principality to a manufactory. 

Every house in the land became an 
establishment for weaving. : 

Not Penelope-and all her handmaid- 
ens were busier than were the women 
who worked in -the-wake.of. the war. 
The grandmother, the mother, the 
young wives, the young daughters, the 
maids—all worked. There was a click- 
ing of knitting needles in. the house 
from morning till night; ladies walked 
hither and thither, seeing to other mat- 
ters of import, yet always knitting. A 
reel hummed its monotonous little 
song in grandmother’s room. Spinning 
wheels made dolorous monotone in one 
up stairs room, and in another shuttles 
played to and fro over the warp. One 
lady of the household, who had a mar- 
velous talent for dressmaking, turned 
mantua maker for the fainily, for now 
mo more handsome dresses. could be | 
brought from the north.

e younger children of home. 
Nice little shoes he made bod Then, 
after the hats worn under the Union 
were worn out, more hats had to be 
made, since they could not be bought. 
One lady in the neighborhood of Greene 
Springs knew how to make pretty pal- 


| iuetto hats—the'style of hat still made 


in sonie parts of Florida, the liglitest 
and most delightful summer headgear 
ever worn. So it came to pass that the 
Greene Springs people‘and all the. rest 
of the neighborhood were supplied with 
hats of that fashion. Lights, too, in 
those days had to be homemade. These 
lights were of tallow, subjected to va- 
ried processes, and then poured into 
molds around cotton wicks that had 
been grown, picked, ginned, spun, cut 
and twisted by the ‘thands” on the 
plantation, 

Yet even with this lucent industry 
going on in the-house-there-were-nights 
when novels—for novels did sometimes 
run the blockades—had to be read by 
the blazing of pine knots in great open 
tireplaces. Farm work had to be car- 
ried on, and. the homely supplies of 
iueat and meal had to be increased. A 
sorghuin mill was put up on the place 
for. the manufacture of molasses and® 
coarse sugar,.and wheaten flour, that 
had heretofore been brought from the 
north and west, must new be grown 
aad ground at home. Besides all this 
to be superintended, the school was 
kept up all the four years of thre war, 
and thither came many of the sons of 
the south who were too young to be 
admitted to the ranks of the army. 

All the old. students of this institu- 
tion who had beeome University of 
Virginia’ graduates, and who might 
have been available at other times as 
assistant teachers, were now off ‘‘to the 
front.” So it eame to pass tliat the 
doctor’s daughters hud to be_ pressed 
into service as teachers. For several 
hours each day the newly made spin- 
ners, weavers and seamstresses ‘ were 
metamorphosed into fair Hypatias, 
who lectured to young men on the 
“ologies,” 

Fortunately this home was spared 
those greatest horrors of war—the rout 
of soldiers. sweeping over a home place 
and leaving desolation in its track, or 
the passage of marauding parties, the 
riff-raff of an army, to whom nothing 
issacred—or the meeting of hostile hosts 
in sight of one’s doors. 

None of these horrors of a long con- 
flict came to harrass this homestead. 
Indeed,the war was pretty well over 
when these people saw one of the in- 
vading host—I say one advisedly. 

He came, this one, not with flutter- 
ing banners or braying trumpets, 
though .he did march away to the 
sound of the dram. He came, not 
with the gay trappings and confident 
air of an invading power, He came a 
prisoner, and a very lonesome one. 

His is the only real and well authen- 
ticated case of invasion of which Hale 
county can boast—if she cares to boast 
of such a misadventure. 

He was a German, this invader, who 
became the lone captive. He could 
speak no English. He had, possibly, 
fresh from a sea voyage, donned the 
blue uniform at Castle Garden. I du 
not suppose he felt very wretched or 
very tragic over his capture, for in all 
this melee of fighting between soldiers 
who-spoke one lariguage, and in some 
claimed kin one with the. 
other, probably this poor foreigner did 
not realize fully at what moment he 
crossed Mason and Dixon’s line, or at 
what road crossing the inhabitants of 
the surrounding country became —his 
enemies. 

He must have fallen very much to 
the rear, and as his brigade swept. up 
the river after the several encounters 
with the state university cadets in and 
about Tuskaloosa, this poor fellow mis- 
took the route and swept down the 
river. And thus, all alone, he came 
from the hills of Tuscaloosa county to 
the hills of Hale county, and some- 
where about the Indian mounds at 
Carthage (thumb marks of a race that 
have ‘moved on” long ago) our blue 
coated soldier: ‘‘invaded” an enemy's 
home. 

Then was there great consternation 
in the neighborhood of Carthage. The 
Home Guard hastened to arm them- 
selves and to disarm the invader, and 
they kept watch for the hordes ‘that 
night follow this simple forerunner. 

Very little could be got out of this 
invader, whom lack of a gun had trans- 
formed into a prisoner of war. 

But to some of the simple country 
women, who came from near and far 
to see areal ‘‘enemy,” it did not seem 
at all strange that a ‘‘Yankee’s” talk 
should be so unintelligible to honest 
folk. They thought that foreign tongue 
of his was & per tongue for a

For some reason that 
new warrant never made its appearance, 
the Board’ at “its meeting preferring 
to attempt to ratify or sanction 
the unauthorized and illegal act. of the 
chairman. It was submitted as to 
whether it was unreasonable to state that 


_| at least from the time that the warrant 


was posted, until the-time it_was ratified, 
if perehance such ratification was allow- 
able, if during that time it was not clearly 
illegal. It was claimed that a_proposi- 
tion must be consented to before it could 
be ratified, and this notification had 
already been in service about, five days 
before it was even consented to, and if 
legal notification to the town dated from 
the time of “ratification” by the select- 
men then two Sundays had not and there- 
fore fourteen days could not have elapsed 
since proper legal notice. It was further 
stated that the selectmen evidently pro- 
posed at their\meeting of Oct. 15th to 
draw up: a warrant concerning which 
their eould be no question, but for some 
reason had concluded to present «a ques- 
tionable instrument instead. 

For the reasons cited and for reasons 
which could—be given if necessary, the 


‘) town’ was” asked~-to*refuse-to. act until 


they could have a*proper warrant and 
one concerning which there could be do 
question. In aceordance with the rea- 
sons a motion that the meeting be ad- 
journed was submitted: 

Hon. Willard P. Phillips thought that 
the matter could be very easily unrav- 
eled and asked_the chairman the date 
that the warrant was given under the 
hands of the selectmen. The reply was 
Oct. 10. He then asked the selectmen 
when it received their ratification, and 
was told after a little time Oct. 15. He 
called for the record of the meeting, but 
the clerk of the Board was not present at 
the time. Mr. Andrew McLean then sec- 
onded the motion to adjourn. 

Selectman Weil substantiated the alle- 
gations previously made and: said:that 
neither he or Mr. Greene had signed the 
warrant, but they concluded to let it go 
and-if-the- town wanted to refuse. to act 
under it, well and good, if they wanted 
to go through with the warrant and strike 
out the articles well and good. About 
the ‘‘ratification’’ be admitted there was 
a_ serious question. He differed only 
with the first speaker on the point of 
what the meeting of the selectmen was 
held for Oct. 15. 

Just how the meeting could proceed to 
strike out articles. from something they 
evidently did not have, was a point that 
was not clearly explained. 

The motion before the house to ad- 
journ was defeated. The decision being: 
respectfully doubted, the motion was re-' 
submitted and failed. Mr. McLean then~ 
called upon the Town Clerk to pass upon 
the legality of the warrant, and Mr, Os- 
good without hesitancy said he should 
pronounce it illegal.
